Puts  ‘Crimp’  In 
A.F.  Spy  Plans

VANDENBERG  AIR  FORCE 
BASE,  Calif.,  Oct.  27  (UPI)— A 
new  satellite  for  use  in  a sky  spy 
intelligence  system  to  prevent 
sneak  attack  by  missiles  flunked 
its  first  flight  test — ending  up  at 
the  bottom  of  the  Pacific  rather 
than  in  orbit  around  the  earth. 

Scientists,  engineers  and  Air 
Force  technicians  today  compiled 
what  scant  information  they  re- 
ceived from  the  25-foot  Agena  B 
satellite  before  it  plunged  flam- 
ing back  to  earth  over  the  Pa- 
cific somewhere  off  the  South 
American  Coast. 

THE  AGENA  B — designed  to 
carry  the  Samos  and  Midas  sky 
spy  satellite  systems  in  all-seeing 
orbits  over  the  world  as  a space 
age  replacement  for  the  U2 — 
was  launched  yesterday  atop  the 
Discoverer  16  rocket. 

The  launching  of  the  modified' 
Thor  first  stage  went  off  from 
this  seaside  base  without  a hitch 
in  one  of  the  “prettiest”  firings 
to  date. 

BUT  A HALF  hour  later  long- 
faced Air  Force  officers  said  they 
doubted  the  new  Agena  had  sep- 
arated from  the  Thor.  An  hour 
and  a half  after  the  launch,  they 
confirmed  that  the  81-foot  long 
rocket  had  stayed  together  in 
space  instead  of  dropping  the 
first  stage  Thor  when  its  fuel 
burned  up. 

Officers  said  the  best  guess 
was  that  the  new  satellite 
plunged  burning  back  into  the 
atmosphere  and  then  splashed 
into  the  ocean. 

THE  FAILURE  put  a crimp — 
albeit  slight — in  high-priority 
plans  to  develop  a series  of  Mi- 
das and  Samos  satellites  to  pro- ; 
tect  the  United  States  from  sur- 
prise attack.  The  Midas,  using 
infrared  sensors,  would  tell  intel- 
ligence agencies  that  ballistic 
missiles  had  been  fired,  giving 
about  30  minutes  notice  an  at- 
tack was  imminent. 

Tire  Samos  would  be  more 
comparable  to  the  U2 — before  its 
usefulness  was  negated — provid- 
ing information  about  troop 
movements,  new  installations 
and  possible  shifts  of  population. 

THE  AGENA  B— like  the  oth- 
er Discoverers — was  supposed  to 
have  sent  back  an  instrument 
capsule,  if  it  had  worked.  A 
Discoverer  capsule  is  due  to  car- 
ry a monkey  aloft  by  the  end  of  ( 
the  year.

Nibley  Recites 
Gospel  Growth 
In  Modern  Day 

Prophecies  and  evidences  of 
the  growth  and  spreading  of  the 
gospel  were  told  by  Elder  Pres- 
ton Nibley,  assistant  to  the  his- 
torian of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
when  he  spok£"at  Wednesday’s 
devotional  assembly. 

JOSEPH  SMITH,  the  Prophet, 
was  the  only  one  to  whom  the 
whole  picture  of  the  Church 
from  beginning  to  end  was 
shown,  he  said.  He  told  of  an 
incident  in  1834  when  Joseph 
Smith  spoke  saying,  “You  know 
no  more  of  what  will  come  of 
this  work  than  a group  of  little 
children.”  He  continued  that  the 
Church  would  fill  the  whole 
earth  and  “all  nations  will  have 
to  hear.” 

ONE  OF  Joseph  Smith’s 
greatest  writings  was  the  Went- 
worth Letter  which  told  that  “no 
unhallowed  hand  may  stop  this 
work  from  continuing”.  . . . and 
the  “truth  will  go  forth  until  it 
has  penetrated  every  continent” 

. . . until  the  great  Jehovah 
shall  say  it  is  done. 

The  assistant  historian  also 
quoted  a revelation  from  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  telling 
that  gospel  must  go  forth  so  that 
“the  Kingdom  of  God  may  come. 

“THE  SALVATION  and  cleans- 
ing of  the  human  family”  are  our 
objectives,  the  assistant  historian 
reminded. 

The  enormous  growth  of  the 
Church  was  pointed  out  by  sta- 
tistics showing  127  stakes  were 
organized  in  the  nine  and  one 
half  years  that  David  O.  McKay 
has  been  president.  By  contrast, 
there  were  only  104  formed  in 
the  first  100  years.

Polls  On  Campus? 


Why  can’t  Brigham  Young  University  students 
vote  in  Provo  during  national  elections — or  any  election 
for  that  matter?  , . 

Reason — they’re  not  considered  residents  of  Provo 
by  Utah  law,  which  says  that  a person  must  be  a resi- 
dent of  the  .state  for  one  year,  the  county  m which  he 
votes  for  four  months,  and  of  his  precinct  for  60  days. 

Obviously,  most  BYU  students— especially  those' 
from  Utah— have  already  filled  these  requirements  for 
Provo.  However,  the  law  states  that  a residence  is  that 
place  to  which  a person  returns. 

And,  as  a matter  of  fact,  the  U.S.  Commerce  De- 
partment, through  the  Census  Bureau,  recognizes  stu- 
dents as  being  residents  of  Provo. 

Utah  law,  unfortunately,  doesn’t.  If  a BYU  student 
wants  to  vote  in  Provo  he  has  to  prove  that  he  has  es- 
tablished permanent  residence  here.  Otherwise  he  has 
to  collect  an  absentee  ballot  from  his  county  clerk  and 
mail  in  his  vote. 

We  think  that  this  discourages  many  students  from 
voting.  Especially  is  this  true  of  new  voters  who  haven’t 
registered  because,  according  to  the  Utah  law',  a voter 
must  register  in  person.  In  the  case  of  college  students 
this  creates  a hardship  because  they  would  have  to 
travel  back  to  their  home  county. 

Perhaps  a case  can  be  made  for  non-Utah  voters 
not  being  able  to  vote  in  Provo.  But  we  feel  that  stu- 
dents from  Utah  should  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  city 
where  their  university  is  located. 

Furthermore,  we  feel  the  best  way  to  accomplish 
this  would  be  to  have  a voting  place  on  campus.  This 
would  probably  require  an  act  of  the  state  legislature. 

Here  is  a good  point  for  both  political  parties  to 
consider.

‘Aprotic  Solvents’ 
To  Be  Studied 

Dr.  K.  LeRoi  Nelson,  associate 
professor  of  chemistry  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University  has  re- 
ceived a $23,800  grant  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation  to 
conduct  a two-year  research  pro- 
gram into  the  properties  of  ap- 
rotic solvents  at  low  tempera- 
tures. 

Dr.  Nelson  began  a study  two 
years,  ago  on  the  properties  of 
aprotic  solvents  (Aprotic  sol- 
vents are  solvents  which  will 
neither  lose  a proton  to  a solute, 
nor  gain  a proton  from  a solute, 
e.g.,  C6  H6)  and  the  research 
entitled,  “Low-Temperature  Ki- 
netics in  Aprotic  Solvents,”  is  a 
continuation  of  the  same  study. 

Dr.  Nelson  will  use  tempera- 
tures ranging  from  zero  Centi- 
grade to  100  degrees  below  zero 
in  assessing  the  role  of  protons 
and  determining  the  solvent 
properties  of  chemicals.

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Devaluation  Rumor 
Speculation  Cause 
Gold  Price  Run  Up

New  York,  Oct.  21  (UPI)  — 
The  big  puzzle  about  the  gold 
bubble”  that  hit  the  world’s  mar- 
ket Thursday  is  how  much  it  was 
caused  by  a speculation  coup  or 
fear  of  a major  American  reces- 
sion. 

Economist  Eliot  Janeway  took 
the  position  today  that  the  pan- 
icky gold  buying  that  sent  bul- 
lion soaring  above  $40  in  London 
and  Toronto  and  above  $50  in 
Hong  Kong  before  the  bubble  j 
was  puctured,  was  caused  by 
genuine  fear. 

BUT  SOMEWHERE,  specula- 
torsmade  big  profits  out  of  the 
wild  scramble  to  buy  and  sell 
gold  and  others  were  like  lamks. 
The  rapid  way  the  price  went  up 
naturally  suggested  a clever 
maipulation  by  speculators  using 
Swiss  banks  to  cover  their  ident- 
ities. 

But  Janeway  and  British  fin- 
ancial writers  said  the  gold  buy- 
ing refelected  Europe's  judg- 
ment that  the  United  States 
economy  will  suffer  a severe  and 
protracted  recession — which  will 
affect  the  entire  free  world. 

HOWEVER,  Janeway  joined 
other  economists  in  predicting ; 
the  United  States  will  not  raise  j 
the  gold  buying  price.  The  econo- 
mists’ Committee  on  Monetary 
Policy,  a 27-year  old  group  to 
which  160  prominent  economists 
have  belonged,  urged  both  presi- 
dential candidates  to  announce 
now  that,  no  matter  who  wins 
the  election  the  dollar  will  not 
be  devalued  by  raising  the  gold 
price.  They  said  raising  the  price 
would  — not  permanently  solve 
the  problem  of  U.S.  gold  losses 
by  means  of  the  balance  of  pay- 
ment defict  anyway  because 
theat  deficit  grows  out  of  foreign 
aid  and  military  expenditures, 
not  trade  losses. 

THE  RISE  in  gold  prices  in 
Hong  Kong  today  was  stemmed  j 
by  suspension  of  trading.  On  the 
gold  markets  of  London,  Toronto 
and  Poris,  the  balloon  definitely 
was  down  both  for  bullion  and 
the  shares  of  gold  mining  com- 
panies. Trading  in  bullion  in 
London  today  ranged  only  a few 
shilling  on  either  side  of  the 
day’s  official  price  of  $36.55  an 
ounce. 

British  gold  mining  shares 
generally  had  losses  running  to 
several  shillings. 

London  dealers  sand  nobody 
knows  exactily  how  much  bul- 
lion changed  hands  in  yesterday’s 
wild  market  or  who  made  the 
profits.  There  is  no  way  to  con- 
firm British  reports  that  the  first 
big  buying  orders  came  from 
American  sources  through  swiss 
banks.  The  Britons  said  reports 
that  the  United  States  will  raise 
the  gold-buying  price  seem  to 
have  been  more  wishful  think 
ing  than  anything  else. 


Survey  Shows 
Error  In  Report 


How  is  a classroom  shortage 
determined?  A survey  of  37 
states  conducted  by  the  Cham 
ber  of  Commerce  of  the  United 
States  revealed  that  a “class- 
room shortage”  may  mean  dif- 
ferent things.. 

FOR  EXAMPLE,  one  state 
aims  at  a goal  of  15  pupils  to 
secondary  classroom,  thus  it 
claims  room  shortages  at  schools 
where  this  figure  is  exceeded. 
Many  others  use  higher  figures. 
The  national  average  is  28  pupils 
per  classroom. 

Through  studying  these  vary- 
ing methods  of  determining  £ 
shortage  it  has  been  discovered 
that  government  figures  showing 
school  classrooms  may  have 
slight  relation  to  reality. 

THE  CHAMBER  also  found 
that  while  each  state  might  find 
its  own  method  appropriate,  add- 
ing state  totals  to  get  a national 
classroom  shortage  figure,  as  the 
U.S.  Office  of  Education  does, 
makes  as  much  sense  as  adding 
apples  and  oranges.  The  nation- 
al total  has  but  slight  meaning 
eaid  the  chamber.

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U.S.  Gold  Decline 
Worries,  Vexes 
Monetary  Experts 

! NEW  YORK,  OCT.  22  (UPI) 
— The  continued  decline  in  U.S. 
gold  stocks,  has  given  the  mone- 
tary experts  something  to  think 
about. 

What  is  causing  this  outflow? 
How  large  a loss  can  we  stand? 
Is  foreign  confidence  in  the 
| dollar  weakening? 

THE  GENERAL  consensus  is 
that  confidence  in  the  dollar  is 
not  waning.  Witness  the  $19.2 
billion  held  by  governments, 
people  and  businesses  in  foreign 
countries. 

However,  it  is  these  foreign 
dollar  holdings  that  are  causing 
all  the  concern.  These  holdings 
already  amount  to  more  than  the 
j U.S.  total  gold  reserve  and  are 
■ increasing  at  the  rate  of  $2.5  bil- 
lion a year.  A sudden  large-scale 
withdrawl  of  dollars  by  these 
outsiders  would  cause  severe 
strain. 

THE  DOLLAR  is  basically 
sound,  but  occasional  rumors 
: from  abroad  about  the  U.S.  rais- 
ing the  gold  price  change  this 
situation  if  true.  The  gold  price 
has  remained  at  $35  ped  ounce 
| since  1934,  and  any  increase 
! would  have  the  effect  Of  de- 
valuing the  dollar. 

There  doesn’t  seem  to  be  any 
chance  for  a boost  in  price  in 
the  near  future,  however,  and 
mose  likely  it  would  be  the  last 
j mhove  to  be  made  in  the  event 
of  a “run”  on  the  dollar. 

U.S.  NEWS  And  World  Report 
said  the  problem  basically  is 
that  the  United  States  no  longer 
earns  enough  abroad  to  pay  all 
the  bills  for  aid  and  other  ex- 
penses in  the  world. 

It  noted  that  the  world  mone- 
tary authorities  at  their  recent 
meeting  in  Washington  showed 
much  concern  over  our  gold 
problem.  They  expressed  the 
view  that  the  Unied  States  may 
be  using  its  dollor  to  try  to  do 
to  much  in  the  world. 

THE  AUTHORITIES  suggest- 
ed that  West  Germany,  Great 
Britain,  France  and  other  coun- 
tries take  on  more  of  the  load 
of  foreign  aid,  but  there  has  been 
no  rush  by  any  of  these  countries 
to  getinto  the  act. 

Meanwhile,  the  United  States 
is  promising  a big,  new  aid  pro- 
gram for  Latin  America  and  the 
underdeveloped  countries  of 
Africa. 

THIS,  THE  magaine  said, 
raises  the  uestion  of  where  all 
the  money  is  to  come  from,  and 
wheather  the  troubles  of  the  U.S. 
dollar  might  not  grow"  rather 
than  diminish. 

Like  sirst  National  Bank  of 
Boston  said  the  U.S.  cannot  in- 
definitely sustain  gold  losses  of 
the  magnitude  of  recent  years — 
$4.1  billion  since  the  start  of 
1958.  But  to  focus  on  gold  alone 
is  to  concentrate  on  the  wrong 
obective,  it  added. 

THE  BANK  said  attention 
should  be  focused  on  the  balance 
of  payments.  It  noted  that  ex- 
ports improved  substantially 
during  the  first  half  of  this  year 
while  imports  leveled  off,  but 
rising  capitol  and  other  outflows 
kept  our  unfavorable  balance 
dose  to  a S3  billion  annual  rate. 

The  bank  also  said  that  any 
renewal  of  inflationary  pressures 
' or  of  substanital  bugetary  deficts 
would  be  harmful.  An  easy 
j money  atmosphere,  it  claims, 
j especially  if  engenderer  by  pol- 
itical pressures,  would  upset  our 
short-term  creditors. 

AL  OF  THIS,  it  stated,  puts 
a terific  premium  on  those  fiscal 
and  monetary  policies  most 
j likely  to  produce  stable,  sustain- 
| able  economic  growth, 
j “The  balance  of  payments  is 
truly  a powerful  disciplinary 
force,”  the  bank  declared.  “We 
shall  have  to  labor  on  many 
fronts  — patiently,  steadfastly, 
and  with  integrity — if  we  are 
to  solve  this  perplexing  question 
and  the  dollar  is  to  measure  up 
to  its  responsibilities  as  an  in- 
ternational currency.”
